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Canadian air traffic 
halted by walkout 


OTTAWA (UPI i — Canadian air traffic controllers went on strike 
today, shutting down all commercial air operations throughout the 
nation when agreement for a new contract could not be reached by a 4 
a m. EST deadline. 
The strike by the men who guide airplanes into and out of 116 
Canadian airports grounded all commercial air traffic, including 
.North Atlantic and polar flights which pass through Canadian 
territory 
"The strike is definitely on,” a spokesman for the Federal Treasury 
Board said He said negotiations between the Air Traffic Controllers 
Union and the Treasury Board broke off shortly after 3 a m EST and 
would resume at 3p m EST today 
The spokesman said, however, that "significant progress” had been 
made during the talks, adding that resumption of the negotiations this 
afternoon was a "good sign 
"We re glad the talks are continuing, but feel it is unfortunate that 
the public is going to be put to inconvenience and hardship." he said 
The 1.600 controllers are demanding wage parity with their United 
States counterparts, which would amount to a 60 per cent pay increase 
over two years. 
All scheduled transatlantic flights, which usually pass over Gander. 
Newfoundland, will have to be rerouted to the south for the duration of 
the strike. 
Only military and small private aircraft would be allowed to fly, 
since all commercial planes larger than a DC3 must operate under 
instrument flight rules and be guided by controllers at all times. 
J R Campbell, president of the controllers association, announced 
Friday that union members had voted 1,539 to 85 to strike after 
rejecting a conciliation board proposal of a 15 per cent pay hike over 
27 months. 
The controllers' current pay scale ranges from $7,000 for a trainee to 
$14,600 for an experienced controller. They demanded a salary of 
$20,400 for an experienced controller, a 60 per cent increase over two 
years that would give them parity with their American counterparts. 
A skeleton staff of controllers and supervisory personnel were to 
maintain control towers in case of emergencies as required by law.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
Dandruff is ugly. It is em­ 
barrassing for t h o s e who 
have it. It is unpleasant for 
those who don’t, who are 
around those who do. It is 
a problem. But it is seldom 
talked about except in ads 
for the latest surefire dan- 
druff-killer. 


No one wants to admit he 
has dandruff. People refer to 
it euphemistically as “ excess 
hairspray,” as "dust,” as 
“ after effects of that rotten 
shampoo I ’m not going to 
use any more.” If the word 
dandruff is mentioned in po­ 
lite company, it is whis­ 
pered. 
The dandruff-bearer in ac­ 
tion is painful to watch. Sur­ 
reptitiously. when he thinks 
no one is w a t c h i n g , he 
brushes the tiny white flakes 
off his coat collar. The trou­ 
ble is. someone is almost al­ 
ways watching—and noticing 
the maneuver. 


All of this whispering and 
sneaking is, of course, ridic­ 
ulous. Dandruff is a medical 
problem at root, even though 
its effects may be both psy­ 
chological and sociological 
As a medical problem, it 
needs to be treated. And. un­ 
like leprosy, it is neither con­ 
tagious nor irreversible. 


For those who have ac­ 
cepted the current myth that 
dandruff comes from air pol­ 
lution. forget it. Historically, 
dandruff — and various dan­ 
druff remedies—have been 
around for centuries. 


For years, well into the 
16th century in fact, dandruff 
was blamed on the devil in 
some European countries. To 
fight off his evil spell, mix­ 
tures of chlorate of potash 
and rose water or borate of 
soda, essence of rose, and 
distilled water were tried. 
The devil won that round 


A 19th-century beauty book 
touts a do-it-yourself potion 
called “ Cleopatra’s Oil” to 
get rid of the d a s t a r d l y 
flakes. The treatment called 
for r u bb i n g the hair and 
scalp with a mi x t u r e of 
essence of l e mo n , oil of 
palm, oil of almonds, pure 
b e e f marrow, essence of 


cloves and essence of berga­ 
mot. 
And if Cleo’s contrivance 
didn’t provide the cure, the 
same hook suggested turning 
to Schneider’s pomade. The 
p o m a d e consists of com­ 
pounding oil of bergamot, oil 
of cedrate, lemon juice, ex- 
tiact of quinine, tincture of 
cantharides and beef mar­ 
row 
All was then rubbed 
into freshly washed hair. 
Yummy, 
Other dandruff remedies 
that caught the imagination 
over the years—even if they 
didn’t cure or even control 
the condition-included mix­ 
ing distilled water with vine­ 
gar and applying it to the 


s c a l p before shampooing 
Substituting raw e g g s for 
shampoo was t h o u g h t to 
work for some, while others 
swore by a mixture of egg 
yolks, spirits of rosem ary 
and borax in a pint of w arm 
water. 
Particularly p e r s i s t e n t 
flaking was considered co n ­ 
trollable by combing sesqui- 
carbonate of ammonia w ith 
spirits of rosemary and rose 
water. This was applied to 
the hair and then brushed 
out. 
Since dandruff is still w ith 
us today, it is obvious these 
surefire cures did not p ro ­ 
vide surefire results. There 
is, in fact, no known cure as

Win no surprise to Cowboys 


NEW ORLEANS (‘UPI > — Pro football has been accused of being pass- 
happy, but write it down today that the long-frustrated Dallas Cowboys are 
the world champions because of their awesome, record-breaking running 
attack. 
“ We generally feel that we can beat any team we can run against,” said 
Cowboys’ coach Tom Landry in looking back at the 24-3 rout of the Miami 
Dolphins in Sunday’s Super Bowl game —the victory that should end forever 
the talk that the Cowboys don't win the big ones. 
Jolly Roger Staubach. the Cowboy quarterback who pitched two 
touchdown passes, was voted the “ most valuable player” award and the car 
that goes with it 
But it was the running game —led by the moody, truculent Duane Thomas 
—that smashed the Super Bowl record bv rolling for 252 yards on the ground 
—and it was the running attack that Landry spoke of first when the time 
came to analyze what had happened out there on the artificial turf of Tulane 
Stadium before 81,023 fans. 
These were the big factors for the Cowboys: 
... The running of Thomas < 19 carries for 95 yards), Walt Garrison (14 for 
74», and Calvin Hill »7 for 25) behind a brilliant offensive line that President 
Nixon singled out for “ special praise” when he made his postgame 
telephone call of congratulations to Landry. 
... The “ Doomsday Defense” that held the Dolphins to 80 yards on the 
ground and caused Dolphin Coach Don Shula to remark sadly, “ they tore us 
apart defensively.” 
... Chuck Howley’s fumble recovery and pass interception that led to a 
field goal and a touchdown, respectively. 
... And the cool quarterbacking of Staubach. who completed 12 of 19 
passes, including sevenyard touchdown passes to Lance A1 worth and Mike 
Ditka. 


Put it all together and you have the reasons why Dallas — after two losses 
in division championship games, two losses in league title games and one 
loss in the Super Bowl last year —now at last can be rated one of the truly 
top teams in pro football history 
The Cowboys f inished the 1971-72 season with 10 straight victories —seven 
in the regular season, plus playoff victories over Minnesota and San Fran­ 
cisco before the Super Bowl triumph that iced the cake. 


The Cowboys never whooped it up much after those playoff victories 
because they had been to the Super Bowl before and lost, and knew how the 
taste of early victories could turn to ashes in their mouths. Since they were 
in the habit, they didn't whoop it up much in their dressing room Sunday 
either 
“ This team is not as emotional as the old Green Bay Packers,” said 
Cowboy tackle Forrest Gregg, who played on both of them. “ It's more 
businesslike Teams take their personalities a lot from their coaches and 
our coach is Mr Landry. They’re both good, just different ” 
Landry, naturally, was calm and quiet 
You would say he was 
“ businesslike.” but the emotion was shining through the softlv-delivered 
words. 
“ It was determination, he said “ We were all so determined no one could 
stop us. I'm especially happy for fellows like Bob Lilly and Chuck Howley 
who have been with the team so long ” 
Landry did not say what the squad talked about at hall time when they 
were holding a 10-3 lead, but he admitted the Cowboys were “ keyed very 
high when we went back on the field to receive the kickoff ” The Cowboys 
took that kickoff and drove 71 yards in eight plavs for another touchdown, 
scored by Thomas on a three-yard romp through left tackle standing up 
“ That touchdown drive was it. said Landry “ That settled it. After that 
touchdown, we all had great confidence we would win it ”

from the bathroom. “ Sorry,” 
said Fischer, to his expected 
visitor, “ just got up a few 
minutes ago. Be with you 
right away.” He p a dd e d 
back to the bathroom, closed 
the door 
Fitch black 
The 
visitor stood for a surprised 
moment in the d a r k n e s s , 
then fumbled along the wall 
for the light switch. 
Mysterious and controver­ 
sial. famous and infamous, 
one-time child prodigy and 
current U.S. chess champion. 
Bobby Fischer lives in hotel 
rooms. He has no permanent 
r e s i d e n c e . For now. this 
Fark-Sheraton room is also 
his training field Some time 
before June 30, Fischer will 
challenge the reigning world 
ch e s s c h a m p i o n , Boris 
Spassky of the Soviet Union, 
for the title. 
•It will be,” Fischer will 
say later, “ p r o b a b l y the 
greatest sports event in his­ 
tory. Bigger even than the 
Frazier-Ali fight. It is really 
the free world against the 
lying, cheating, hypocritical 
Russians.” 
Fischer’s live-in training 
field is spare. Two single 
beds, one rumpled, take up 
much of the space. A TV set 
in the corner. An alarm clock 
on the bedstand No clothes 
are s t r e w n about. On the 
made bed is a small, open 
satchel. In it are some pa­ 
pers and four magazines: 
U.S. News & World Report. 
Esquire, The Plain Truth (a 
Bible-oriented n ews maga­ 
zine) and Playboy. 
On the desk are the tools 
of his trade, the tools of his 
single passion, the tools that, 
as the New York T i m e s 
music critic has w r i t t e n . 
Fischer employs with a gen­ 
ius that is as u ni q ue as 
Beethoven's; on the desk is 
a chess board. The “ board” 
is actually a kind of soft 
plastic, the chess pieces are 
wooden but almost weight­ 
less. Convenient to c a r r y 
wherever he goes. A book of 
chess moves called “ Chess 
Informant,” in seven lan­ 
guages, is open. There are 
marks alongside some of the 
games, and marginal notes. 
Fischer stays up late going 
over past games, historical 
games, Spassky’s games. 


Quickly, he puts on a dark 
maroon suit, white shirt and 
a m a r o o n tie that says 
“ Playboy” on it and is inter­ 
spersed with bunny symbols. 
All dressed, he returned to 
the bathroom, then popped 
out a few minutes later. His 
face was covered with shav­ 
ing cream, “ Say, would you 
mind putting the chain on 
the door. The maid or some­ 
body might walk in,” he said 


Shaved, he showed upon 
request a p a r t i c u l a r l y 
“ dumb” move he saw in one 
of the games from the book 
“ But don’t write what the 
move is,” said Fischer. “ I

don't want to leak anything 
to the Russians.” His fingers 
are long and he jabs a piece 
down, making the o t h e r s 
twitch He was also proud of 
the chess set. 'Look at these 
pieces," he said 
“ Smooth 
and light, no hard edges, 
beautifully carved The best 
set for playing that I ’ve ever 
seen. Here, feel this knight.” 


He talked about chess as 
a sport. 


“ Sure, it’s a sp o rt , ” he 
said. “ And when newspapers 
put it in entertainment and 
arts sections, that’s down­ 
grading chess, completely 
out of place. 
“ You’ve got to be in top 
condition to play chess. You 
have to c o n c e n t r a t e in a 
tournament for five hours at 
a time, day after day. And 
when there’s an adjournment, 
you've got to stay up late 
analyzing strategy’ The ten­ 
sion and the need for stam­ 
ina are brutal. One mental 
lapse and you’re through 
That’s why a lot of great 
chees players are over the 
hill by 40. Too old for the 
strain. 
“ Spassky even has a phy­ 
sical trainer. I do my own 
physical conditioning. I don’t 
eat fatty foods. I keep my 
weight at 180 pounds I like 
to exercise with the Jack 
LaLanne Show He’s a got a 
fun personality. I play ten­ 
nis. too. Not too good, though 
But I like the new metal 
racquets. Now I can even 
get the ball over the net 
sometimes.” He l a u g h e d 
“ I ’ve begun to bowl, that’s a 
great sport. J o g g i n g 9 No. 
jogging is too dull 


“ I ’d c o m p a r e chess to 
basketball. Basketball play­ 
ers pass the ball around until 
they get an opening. Like 
chess, like the m a t i n g at­ 
tack ” 
His brown eyes widened 
He l a u gh e d . Back to the 
Spassky match. A place and 
exact time have not yet been 
set. “ But the buildup will be 
terrific,” said Fischer. “ Like 
the Ali-Frazier fight, though 


I don't approve of boxing; I 
think it's immoral.” He said, 
though, that he admires Ali 
as an athlete Which other 
athletes does he admire? 
“ I don’t f o l l o w 
sports 
much, except when it’s news 
—like Lee Trevino, when he 
won these Opens and was on 
the c o v e r s of Time and 
Newsweek But I like Willie 
Mays a lot Like his basket 
catch. He gives all he’s got 
He’s not one of those slag- 
gards. He loves the game. 
“ I grew up in Brooklyn, 
was a Dodger fan. I liked 
Don Newcombe because he 
was a good hitter He wasn’t 


satisfied with being only a 
good pitcher, like most pitch­ 
ers. 


“ 1 like JoeNamath. I think 
he’s got class. He sacrifices 
himself. A champion needs 
that. He’s got these terrible 
knees and probably should 
be r e t i r e d . But when he 
plays he is not worried about 
being hit. getting the ball off 
is all-important. 


“ Too many times, people 
don’t try their best. They 


don’t have the keen spirit, 
the winning spirit And once 
you make it, you’ve got to 
guard your reputation—every 
day go in like an unknown 
to prove y o u r s e l f . That’s 
why I don’t clown around I 
don't b e l i e v e in wasting 
time. My goal is to win the 
world’s chess championship, 
to beat the Russians. I take 
this very seriously.”

WASHINGTON ( NEA) 
Away from the glare of glam orous 
sum m itry, the Nixon administration 
has been deeply involved for weeks 
in 
important 
trade 
talks 
with 
Canada. Japan and the European 
nations.

ourselves m ay have m ore to do with 
our long range econom ic prospects 
in the world 
The talks, of course, are intended 
by us to produce concessions from 
our m ajor trading partners which 
may 
help 
us offset our critical 
deficits in trade and balance of 
paym ents.

shortcom ings 
Speaking of this country’s need to 
develop m ore com petitive strength 
against 
fast-moving 
Europe 
and 
Japan. Peterson says: 
“ It is important to em phasize that 
developm ent . . . depends mainly on 
our own efforts rather than on the 
actions of other countries ’ 
Fundamentally, 
our 
dom estic 
econom ic 
power 
is 
not 
gravely 
diminished For instance, Peterson 
says there is gross exaggeration in 
fears that the United States, flooded 
with 
foreign 
goods, 
would 
soon 
cease to be a major manufacturing 
nation. Adds he: 
“ Our econom y produces around 
$350 billion in manufactured goods, 
and we import less than 10 per cent 
of that amount. Furthermore, our 
total 
manufacturing 
output 
is 
significantly 
larger, 
in 
absolute 
term s, than the sum of the entire 
eross national Droducts of several of 


our leading com petitors in the free 
world " 
Still, the shortcomings are here: 
We continue to gain each year in 
productivity (output per man hour), 
but Japan and som e European lands 
are far outpacing us. 


We don’t invest enough in new 
plant and equipment to improve 
productivity. Japan in recent years 
has plowed back tw ice as much of 
its GNP into new facilities as have 
we So has West Germany 
We 
go 
on 
outspending 
other 
industrialized powers in research 
and development, key to. advancing 
technology 
But others are gaming 
on us. 


One cue to our evidently declining 
inventiveness, too. is that in 1971 
foreign applications for U.S. patents 
w e r e 
40 
per 
cent 
of 
tota l 
applications, as against 26 per cent 
in 1961. 
We c a n ’t com pete too well in our 
own market any more on such low- 
to-moderate technology products as 
textiles, clothing, shoes, sporting 
goods We run a serious trade deficit 
in this general field 
We 
do 
maintain 
a 
substantial 
trade surplus ($8 billion in 1971) in 
so-called high technology products 
— 
computers, 
various 
kinds 
of 
machinery, aircraft. Yet even here, 
we 
can t 
balance 
things 
with 
aggressive Japan 
Our estim ated 
deficit with the Japanese in this 
category 
in 
1971 
is about $2 245 
billion. 
We are already dependent upon 
imports for 15 per cent of our raw 
m aterials and fuel (30 per cent of 
our iron ore i By the year 2000, that 
dependence could rise to 30 to 50 per 
cent, including vital oil 
We will 
need hard, offsetting export effort to 
balance 
We are now 40 per cent a “ service 
trade" economy But it is tough to 
export services, and to improve 
their productivity 
If we can t hack away some of 
these difficulties, 
then 
no trade 
talks imaginable will keep us from 
slipping 
badly 
in 
the 
economic 
world
